CHRISTIANIA, March 10.—It was in 1910 
that Capt. Amundsen was starting on his 
great expedition to the north pole in the 
Fram, but there was scanty interest own 
in him and his undertaking, and still scantier 
were his funds. 

Ever since his first expedition with the 
Gjoa, however, he had hed to sail heavily 


| buréened with debt, for which he was per- 


sonally responsible, and now as then, he put 
out to sea one summer night in silence. 

It was in the autumn that there came a 
message from him that in order to raise the 
necessary funds for his north pole expedition 
he was bound for the south pole. 


Amazed at Amundsen's Nerve. 
At first the people were amazed, hardly 
knowing what to think or whattosay. Such 
a thing was unheard of, to go to the south

There were many who exclaimed that it | 
was wrong and that it was untar There 
were even some who would have had him 
stopped, but the echoes of the eofitroversy 
reached him not. He had set his course as 
he had determined, and without looking 
back. 

Thematter was soon forgotten, and people 
reverted to their own affairs. 

It was foggy day after day, week after 
week—a charitable fog of mediocrities in 
which all that is high and great is shrouded, 
when all at once, and unexpectedly, a sunny 
spring day dispels the fog. 


People Applaud Deed. 

A new message comes. Men stop and look 
up, and there, high above them shines a 
deed—a man. It is irresistible. It goes like 
a whirl of rapture through the winds of all. 
Flags fly aloft and flutter in the bgight sir. 
Men ‘look into new and unknown tracts. 
and for a moment are forgetful. of them- 
selves. 

Yes, we bave looked in upon a new land 
and have read the story of Amundsen’s 
matchless journey from beginning to end 
like a new and wonderful tule. So grand— 
it could not be more magnificent. It is 
unique as a deed, as a voyage of discovery, 
and in its results, and is told so simply as if it 
were an Easter pleasure trip on the moun- 
tains. 

And yet what does it not convey of sage, 
weli-laid plans and splendid ¢xecution, of de- 
termined .courage, endurance, and manly 
courage? Must not even those who know 
him glow and rejoice over this man of iron 
will, who-goes on his way quietly and, as is 
his wont, without looking to right of left? 


Aid in Solution of Enigma. 

And what has he now discovered? New 
light is thrown upon large questions. Por- 
tions of the veil that rest on antarctic prob- 
lems are raised. Amundsen has taken a 
great stride toward solving the last great 
geographical enigma. Not only is there light 
cast upon the antarctic of the present day, 
but it reaches also over the ice caps of the 
ice periods of remote ages. 

It is as yet too early to attempt to measure 
the extent of the new discoveries that he has 
made, but much light already gleame through 
what he told us of his sledge journey over the 
antarctic ice cap. 

In 1902 Capt. Scott made the important dis- 
covery that South Victoria Land continued 
from 78 degrees south latitude due south. 
with a-high chain of mountains or, rather, a 
mountainous coast line far beyond his most 
southern point, 82 degrees 17 minutes. 

He further found that the glacier was trav- 
eling on, along the foot of these high moun- 
tains, did not rise noticeably to the south- 
ward, for which reason he concluded that it 


| probably must be ice, more or less floating on 


the sea. 


Shackleton Continues South. 

Shackleton continued, in 1908, the discovery 
of this mounteinous coast further southward 
past 84 degrees south latitude, and he pene- 
trated on his bold journey by way of Beard-.

Merit Board Finds Crimi- 
nals and Politicians 
Rule Force. 


WANTS SECRET SERVICE 


Urges Appointment of Com- 
missioner.and Three 
Deputies. 


WOULD END ‘UNITED POLICE’ 


The civil service commission, after six 
months of investigation, has presented to 
Mayor Harrison the final report on police 
conditions in Chicago. 

The report, made public yesterday; finds 
evidence of a close connection between the 
police system and a bipartisan political ring, 
and to this connection traces the police de- 
partment’s inefficiency, disorganization, and 
lack of discipline. 

It finds the department can enforce any 
reasonable regulation regarding Chicago 
crime—if it be honestly and efficiently ad- 
ministered. 

It finds that such enforcement under exist- 
ing conditions cannot be secured nor ex- 
pected. 

The whole reform program centers about 
the avowed determination to remove the de- 
partment from the control of bipartisan 
gangsters. 


Plan for W 
The chief recommendation is for nothing 
short of complete reorganization. Under this 
new plan there will be a commissioner of 
police. 
ties. 


The first will have charge of the prevention 
of crime and ot criminals. 

The second will have charge of business 
econemy and efficiency. 8 
he third peponethie. the en- 
forcement 971 5. 5 ordinances and #pécia! 
orders regulating the saloons and the social 
evil. 5 

From that starting point the commission 
tears to’ pieces all the present conditions 
and builds up a complete new structure. The 
plan contemplates the establishment of a 
secret service modeled after the government 
secret service, which means the substitution 
of alert, resourceful detectives for the pon- 
derous, plodding somnambulists who are 
more or less conspicuous on the plain clothes 
force at present. Schools are recommended 
for one or more of the universities and train- 
ing schools. 


Assail Transfer System. 


Logical methods of examining and pro- 
moting officers are recommended, and pres- 
ent methods of transferring patrolmen as 
punishment or at the behest of outside in- 
fluences are unqualifiedly condemned. Rules 
governing age mts, pensions, and inspec- 
tion are all slated for revision. Special 
duty " assignments, Which now form a com- 
fortable sinecure, are discarded. 

Vice rules and vagrancy laws are on the list 
of matters to be reconsidered by the state 
legislature and the city council. A business- 
like method of card indexing all known 
criminals and undesirables and keeping it 
up to date, and the installation of other card 
| index and stenographbic eer are 
! embodied. 

Finally the commission recommends im- 
mediate and stringent measures either to 
disband the United Police or to restrict its 
activities, as inimical to discipline. It is held 
needless in its purpose and dangerous in its 
results. 


Points to Prosecutions. 


The report is exhaustive. It explains each. 
of the findings in the detail suggested by 
the prosecutions carried on during the last 
few months, pointing out that of more than 
5,000 individual reports made by the investi- 
gators only ten were successfully attacked, 
and errors in these cases were usually, due 
to incorrect street addresses. 

Charges of graft and inefficiency were pre- 
ferred againat three inspectors, five cap- 
taing, seven lieutenants, and forty-one plain 
clothes men. One captain: resigned under 
charges. Three captains, three inspectors, 
one sergeant, and six plain clothes men were 
discharged. Nine plain clothes men were 
fined; three captains, one a former inspector, 
resigned without waiting for charges to be 
filed. The others were exonerated. 

These are the past accomplishments of the 
commission's special work. The future will 
be determined by action on the recommenda- 
tions. If the recommendations are carried 
through, and the commission urges without 
reserve that every one be carried through, 
Chicago will have the most highly organized 
and most efficient.police system in the world. 

Mayor to Issue Statement. 

Mayor Harrison said he had barely started 
reading the report and would be unabie to 
issue any statement regarcing it until today. 
He left his residence early in the evening for 
a political conference. 

What the report will result in depends on 
the attitude of the mayor and the city coun- 
cil.

CONCLUSIONS. 

From the evidence obtained by it, the com- 
mission reiterates the conclusions arrived at 
in its preliminary report, with added con- 
clusions as follaws: 

That there ie and for years has been a 
connection between the police department 
and the various criminal classes in the 
eity of Chicago. 

That a bipartisan political combination 
or ring exiate by which the connection be- 
tween the police department and the 
criminal classes is fostered and man- 


_ That to such connection may be charged 


numerically constituted, can enforce any 
reasonable regulation in regard to 
gambling, crime, and other forms of vice 
if honestly and efficiently administered, 
as well as perform all other routine po- 
lice duties. 

That with the department as now or- 
ganized efficient administration cannot 
be expected nor secured. 

That amendments to the laws and or- 
dinauces are also necessary to a higher 
degree of efficiency. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 
The commission finally makes the follow- 
ing recommendations: 

That steps be taken at once looking 
towards the complete reorganization of 
the department of police along logical 
and scientific lines, retaining every- 
thing of value, remedying existing 
faults, and removing the service as far 
as possible from the influence of politics. 

That in such reorganigation due con- 
sideration be given to the creation of an 
efficient staff of carefully selected men to 
assist the executive head in the admin- 
istration of the department. 

That a study be made of secret service 
methods in use im the federal service and 
in other cities of the United States and 
abroad with a view of creating a detec- 
tive or secret service force in this city 
which will be up to date, progressive, anu 
useful. 

That the control of traffic in the central 
portion of the city be placéd in charge 
of a single commanding officer, and that 
responsibility for all other police duty 
im the First precinct be placed upon the 
precinct commander: 

That a system of inspection be installed 
that will insure the proper performance 
of police duty on the part of officers and 
men. 

That all assignments to “ special duty 
other than city police duty in the strictest 
sense be discontinued, to the end that 
every available patrolman may be on beat.

Dead Hobos Not Identified. 

The vastness of America’s wanderworld, 
and how strange to each other are those who 
rove in it, were shown yesterday in a Chicago 
morgue. 

Five thousand people, some of them pro- 
fessional hoboes of the road, viewed six dead 
men, and none of the visitors was able to 
recall anything familiar in, much less 
identify, the shrouded figures. 

The history of these men died with them in 
the burning of “ Old Barnett lodging house 
Saturday morning. Some of them have been 
“named,” but the “names” throw not a 
particle of light on their career. Undoubted- 
ly many of them have relatives somewhere 
in the country, but the key is missing and the 
door probably will be closed forever. 


Clerk Gives Names Men Gave. 

A clerk. of the burned lodging house was 
able to tell the police the ria 
of the dead men had given him; and it was 
possible to approximate the ages of all six. 
Beyond this point the men were unmarked. 

Une tied with the identification“ dy 
the lodgin house clerk, Capt. P. D. O’Brien 
of South Clark ‘street station, a few doors 
from the destroyed building, hed the de- 
scriptions of all six men sent to every police 
station in Chicago. 

“Perhaps it is not possible to obtain a 
complete {identification for any of them,” 
gaid the captain.

Mischievous New System. 

The convention system in our party was 
founded on the theory that it would represent 
and not thwart the popular will. When, as 
is too often now the case, it is turned into 

an instrument to be used for the direct over- 
throw of the popular will, then it is not 
representative, but thoroughly and mischiev- 
ously misrepresentative of the party and 
of the people. 

“Here in New York, for instance, the 
machines of the two parties are cobperated 
to draw up a primary law which imposed on 
the people a system so cumbrous, so in- 
volved, as to make it impossible to get a 
fair expression of public sentiment and very 
difficult. to get any expression at all.

Not Too Late to Change. 

It is idle to say that it is too late to make 
the change we ask.

“ I will wash my hands of the entire affair,” 
he sald. “I will not accept the Republican 
petitions as I did at the county ticket filing.” 

Mr. Czarnecki had asked that the petitions 
filed with the board either be accepfed at 
their stamped time or that they be drawn 
publicly and the places awarded in like 
manner. The other members of the board 
agreed to follow the same procedure used 
at the county ticket filling when Chief Clerk 
Stuart took the petitions into his private 
office and after an. hour or more announced 
his completed list, the Hearst-Hairison 
“slate” having first place for practically 
every office. 

The Sullivan candidates won ‘first place 
when filing before County Clerk Sweitzer 
and his list was accepted by the Supreme 
court as the proper one to show the order 
in which the names are to go on the bal- 
lot. The same conflict, of jurisdiction is 
occurring for the municipal filing. Most 
candidates are filing in both places. 

In the corridor outside the election board 
rooms the Harrison-Hearst men have first 
place and Joseph Grein, candidate for Mu- 
nicipal court bailiff, is second. On the Re- 
publican side four Lorimer-Lincoln league 
petition bearers are nearest the doors. 

At the door of the city clerk’s office John 
P. Gibbons; Sullivan candidate for bailiff, 
has first place.

| Tells President No Instructions 


Will Be Given Representa- 
tives at Convention. 


President Taft started eastward yester- 


day afternoon possessed bft the information : 


that Gov, Deneen will not actively help get 
Taft delegates from Illinois. 

The president is also fully advised that in 
Deneen’s home congressional district—the 
third, represented by Congressman William 
W. Wilson—the Republican organization, of 
which the governor is the actual head, will 
abide by the presidential preference vote on 
April 9, coincident with the direct primaries. 

The president presumably is aware that 
Congressman Wilson is the only Ininols con- 
gressman who, thus far, has declared for 
Roosevelt. 

Moreover, the president was told during 
the day through Secretary Hilles that all the 
regular organization men in Cook county 
will be bound by the presidential preference 
primary a 


And atop of all of this, the president car- 
tries away the tidings that the Deneen forées 
will not be marshaled in the state convention 
at Springfield on April 19 to instruct the eight 
delegates at large from Illinois for the re- 
nomination of Taft. Late at night, after a 
conference, of the Deneen managers, the 
forecast came from one of the biggest in the 
bunch that the eight Illinois delegates at 
large to the Chicago convention are likely to 
be uninstructed. 

Gov. Deneen at night authorined the state- 
ment personally that he will call an extra 
gession of the legislature to enact a direct 
presidential primary law, provided that 
prior to the issuance of the call a pledge is 
signed by two-thirds of the members of the 
senate and of the house that they will pass 
a cleancut bill with the necessary emergency 
clause. It is up to the Roosevelt manage- 
ment to produce the pledge. 


Deneen Affirms Reports, 

When Gov. Deneen had returned to the 
Hotel La Salle after seeing the president 
aboard his train he affirmed that the fore- 
going statements are his views as to the 
presidential imbroglio. He said he had 
talked to the president as frankly as poss}- 
ble in the short time available. He had 
waited for two hours at the Congress hotel 
for a conference with the president and had 
to do most of his conversing with Secretary 
Hilles. 

“I am ea candidate for governor,” Gov. 
Deneen said: At no time have I made any 
avowals which could be construed at Wash- 
ington as an agreement to become the leader 
of the president’s campaign in Illinois.” 

The verdict of the ‘politicians, who have 
been watching every move in Chicago for 
the last forty-eight hours, is that the pregi- 


g dent and his close political advisers are bit- 


terly disappointed over the actual results in | 
Illinois of President Taft's visit. 


Taft Host to Governors.

Explains Importance of Registration. 

Mr. Stuart’s explanation of the registra- 
tion rules follows: 

It is conceded that the primary of April v 
ie the most important in Chicago's histary. 
Nominations will be made for governor, con- 
gressmen, members of the legislature, state's 
attorney, and other important county of- 
Clals, Judges, and, last but not least impor- 
tant, precinct committee..en for every pre- 
cinct of the county, Theimportanceof these 
precinct committeemen has = gradually 
dawned upon the community. They not only 
wil) constitute the party ofganization for two 
years to come, but practically will elect the 
delegates to the national convention. 

“The last registration was a year ago. 
There have been two moving days since then. 
That fact accounts in a large measure for 
the exceptional number of unqualified voters. 
The fact that a man voted by affidavit in his 
present precinct at last fall's judicial elec- 
tion, or registered by affidavit for the alder- 
manic primaries of Feb. 27, will not suffice 
That registration was under a special sec- 
tion which covers only primaries and gives a 
franchise only for the particular primary for 
which the registration by affidavit was made, 


Must Be Registered to Vote, 

“ Irrespective of votes by affidavit, or reg- 
istration by affidavit, all who are*not now 
on the registers of their precincts must 
register anew. 

“The present registered vote of Chicago 
is 423,551, not including any affidavit reg- 
istration. In March, 1910, the total new 
registration was 118,005. Revision brought 
down the grand total of registered voters in 
the city to 430,809, 

In 1910 the fall primary was not held 
until Sept. 15, and interest in the primary 
contributed accordingly little or nothing to 
the big spring registration. 

It 118,000 people registered in 1910 for 
the election of but an alderman in each 
ward, it is plausible to predict that about 
150,000 will register this spring when an 
aldermanic election, a $9,000,000 bond isaue. 
and a county primary are at hand. A year 
ago the new registration was 17,002, and 
after revision the grand total of registered 
voters was brought: down to 423,551, 7,000 
lower than the total the year before, due 


election. The total in 1909 was 404,940, an 
Yrerease of approximately 26,000 names in 
one year.”

There seems little limit 
to one’s eating powers when doing a hard 
sledging journey. However, on the return 
journey we had not merely full rations, but 
as much as we could eat from the depots 
after passing 86 degrees. 

“The first dogs were eaten on the journey 
to the pole in 85% degrees, when twenty- 
four were killed. In spite of the fact that 
they had not always been able to obtain full 
meals, the dogs were fat dud. proved most 
delicious eating. It ls anything but à Teal 
hardship to eat dog fiesh. : 

“Two skua gulls were seen at 84 de- 
grees. A small cairn had previousty been 
erected as a mark to guide us on our return, 
and just when we left this the qulls came

Three Dogs Desert Party. 

“Three of the best dogs deserted the party 
at 88 degrees. We had killed a female dog at 
82 degrees, and the dds went back. 
searching for her. This caused us great 
anxiety for it was feared that the dogs would 
pillage the depots on which the party de- 
pended. When we returned to 83 degrees, 
after being at the pole, we saw fresh dog 
tracks around the large snow cairn used as. 

@ depot there. Curiously enough, the pem- 

mican in the depot was untouched. 7 

Traces of the dogs were followed to 82 
degrees where the temale dog had been killed. 
They had found the body, which was placed 
on the top of a heap of snow as a food ro-

They had got at one of the casés of pem- 
mican and had not only eaten that, but had 
also eaten the leather straps and other indi- 
gestible articles.

Christmas on Mountains. 
“I and my four companions on the poke 
party kept the Christmas festival in the high 


mountains, not a great distance from tha 


pole. The feast consisted of an extra alHow- 
ance of biscuits cooked in a porridge, a poor 
substitute for the abundance of the Nor- 


fly. 

On the return journey we had not a single 
Gay's rest. We did not even rest on Christ- 
mas day, but passed on, day after day, 
through all weathers. There was little that 


was adventurous about the trip, but it was 


very hard work. 

“I attribute my success to my splendid 
comrades and to the magnificent work of the 
dogs. and next to them to our skies. 

Ot real hardships in the way of food on 
the pole journey there were none. Rather the 
reverse, for when my companions reached 


the ship they were almost fat, and could 


not eat as much as when they started. 

“ Washing was a luxury never indulged in 
on the journey, nor was there any shaving, 
but as the beard has to be kept-short to pre- 
vent ice forming from one’s breath, a beard 
cutting machine which we had taken slong 
proved invaluable.” :

Great Feats of Discovery.

It was considered certain 
in England that Amundsen would make for 
Beardmore glacier, discovered by Shackle- 
ton. ‘and by that route proceed to the high 
plateau, since he would be certain of being 
‘able to advance.

It would be 
more like him to make his route away from 
the tracks traverséd dy others, and fortu- 
nately this ‘surmise is found to be correct.

Draws Big Audience.

As the numerical proportions of a gath- 
ering in a concert hall are generally con- 
sidered to be an index to the popularity of 


it may be presumed that Mr. Gunn 18 highly 
popular, and that so tangible an evidence 
of his condition fills him with the liveliest 
joy. It is not, however, everything to an 
artist that, when he arrives upon the stage 
to do his work, a vast and palpitating au- 
dience should be spread out before his gaze.

There are audiences and audiences. Mr. 
Gunn’s listeners belonged to that happy band 
of music lovers which takes its artistic 
Pleasures with enthusiasm. They were, to 
de sure, moved to larger fervor of applause 
by the works—or by the playing of the works 
mich they understood the best, but even 
the planist's excursions into the realm of 
the recondite and the transcendental. were 
received with hearty warmth. By this token 
it must be taken as a matter of course that 
Mr. Gunn's recital was a great success. 

The concert given presented a scheme of 


his Compliments to the geniusof Liszt. That 
this is the centenary of the Hungarian mas- 
ter’s birth probably accounted for the cir- 
cumstance that more than half of the pro- 
gram at this recital was devoted to his works. 
In addition to Liszt's B minor Ballade and 
his A minor Variations on a theme by 
Paganini Mr. Gunn brought forward three 
numbers— Au Lac de Wallenstadt.“ Au 
Bord d'une Source,” and Orage from 
the first set of the Années de Pelerinage 
and one piece“ Canzonetta del Salvator 
Rosa from the second set. 


_ 

Most excellent interpretation was given to 
these compositions. Particularly in Au 
Bord d'une Source” did Mr. Gunn disclose 
imaginativyeness of style and delicacy of 
touch. The Cansonetta —a somewhat 
commonplace march tune—evoked from its 
hearers remarkable demonstrations of de- 
light. As this composition has but little in the 
form of inspiration to recommend it, the ex- 
citement of applause, which compelled Mr. 
Gunn to repeat the piece, must be ascribed to 
the virtues of the playing. 

The middle section of the concert was de- 
voted to works by Debussy and Ravel. Here 
it must be said that the recitahist was et his 
best. Debussy’s Jardins Sous la Plule 
and Cloches & Travers les Feullles call 
for precisely those qualities of art which, it 
would seem, appeal to Mr. Gunn the most— 
qualities that are concerned with a certain 
mystical poetry, delicacy, and tenderness of 
style. It is not easy to make such pieces con- 
vey to their listeners the picture which the 
composer carried in his soul, but it is saying 
much for the concert giver's ability that he 
Was so successful in re-creating the mood in 
which Debussy’s compositions were con- 
ceived. Nor was he less successful in giving 
color as well as conviction to Ravel's Son- 
atine and Jeux d' Baux.“ These were ad- 
mirable offerings of art. 


Songs of Ireland at Auditorium. 

John McCormack and Miss Marie Narelle 
sang Irish songs yesterday to the Knights 
of Columbus at the Auditorium with such 
satisfactory consequences that another simi- 
lar concert was arranged for next Sunday—

H. B. WARNER returns in Alias 
my Valentine,“ and is to be seen 
again at McVicker's theater, empha- 
sizing the comfortable sentiment that 
while the lamp holds out to burn the 
vilest sinner may return. This emphasis, it 
may be recalled, is dramatic and romantic, 
showing an attractive young bank ‘robber 
in the throes of regeneration, later enjoying 
the fruits of his repentance, and at the end, 
after thrilling adventures with his past, en- 
Saged to marry the pretty daughter of an 
eminent financier et Springfield, Il. The 
play was produced at the Studebaker, where 
its ineffective points being detected were 
amended, and it enjoyed subsequently a two 

years’ prosperous run in New York City. 

With its metropolitan experience the char 
acter of Jimmy Valentine, acted by Mr. War- 
ner, has become highly ornamented with de- 
tail of a popular kind, and it is now a little 
masterpiece of graceful unreality.. Mr. 
Frank Monroe, on the other hand, who at first 
bore all the obvious labels of a gaudily sen- 
tentlous stage detective, has become a sleuth 
of the ¢n ubtlest sort, and the contrast is effec- 
tive. e and Mr. Warner have a fine time 
together in that scene where it seems that 
Jimmy's sin will be sure to find him out and 
cost him his job as the assistant cashier of the 
Fourth National. Few audiences have been 
more anxious about the fate of a hero than 
the one which Mstened to that interview be- 
tween Jimmy and the detective at McVicker's 
on Saturday afternoon. 

It is a little girl whom Jimmy now rescues 
from death in the bank vault instead of a 
little boy, as before, a change which is said 
to have made a great difference in the play’s 
appeal. At any rate, itisa stirring circum- 
stance, with Jimmy sandpapering his finger 
tips to the nerves so that he may exercise his 
old time prowess ir safe opening, while Red, 
another ex-crook, strikes matches and utters 
musical moans of despair. Mise Phyllis 
Sherwood, who represents the romantic in- 
strument of Jimmy’s reformation, is a pretty 


young woman with personality, which ig all 
she needs to be. 


Mr. de Pachmann’s Exhibition. 

The Studebaker was dim-it and crowded 
yesterday afternoon, the occasion of both 
conditions being a pianoforte exhibition uy 
Viadimir de Pachmann. It was the usual 
De Pachmann performance. gave that its 
grotesqueries were accentuated by the 
psychic influence of the player on the over- 
flow on the stage. Members of this portion 
of the audience seemed impelled to emu- 
late the eccentricities of Mr. de Pachmann, 
and one woman at times threatened to climb 
on to and under the piano in her enthusiastic 
hypnosis. Mr. de Pachmann talked in many 
languages, of many things, from his art to 
his insomnia. Of one composition he ree 
marked that Leschetizky was the only man 
who could play it.“ and begging indulgence 
for an indifferent performance of another, 
he requested the audience to bear in mind 
the good things which have gone before.“ 
He played and played amiably after the 
program was ended until an impatient in- 
fidel in the rear of the theater suggested 
audibly that the piano be locked. 

Mr. Gunn being employed in another quar- 
ter of the Fine Arts building with a recital 
of his own, the opinions of Mr. Delamarter 
and other experts will be drawn upon for 
information regarding the technical aspects 
of the concert. Thus we learn that Mr. de 
Pachmann played certain of the composi- 
tions with a sense of weariness and that he 
seemed neither so quick nor so authorita- 
tive as heretofore: Chopin'e Marche Funebre 
was done beautifully with an appropriate 
absence of grimace, but the Godowski left 
hand arrangement of the Revolutionary 
Etude had unskilled treatment. In Mr. 
Delamarter's graphic phrase, Mr. de Pach- 
mann laid back his ears when he came 
to the E major Scherzo and refused to at- 
tempt it, substituting a waltz and another 
small piece. The Chopin program has been 
given so often that its traits are household 
tradition.
